Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of wliat was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In addition to the cunrent application, applicants representative also 
wished to discuss a related application. 10/035,091, which shares many of the same issues. Applicants 
representatives and the examiner discussed the current 112 1st paragraph and 103 rejections of record and potantial 
means of overcoming these rejections. With respect to the currrent rejection of claim 3 under 1 12 1st paragraph, 
based on a lack of enablement applicants proposed replacing "JDF-3 DNA polymerase" with a specific ammo acid 
sequence (i e SEQ ID NO) as a means of overcoming anecessary biological deposit of the referred to JDF-3 DNA 
polymerase The examiner agreed that such an amendment would cause the withdrawal of the rejection based on the 
enablement issue with respect to a biological deposit of JDF-3 DNA Polymerase, but the examiner maintained that he 
would have to study the current rejection/specification more in depth before guaranteeing the rejection would be 
completely withdrawn. In response to this applicants representative stated that each of the other referred to DNA 
polymerases of claim 3 were commercially availble and applicants would include reference to each of these in their 
rsspons© 

With respect to the current rejection under 103, applicants representative suggested an amendment such as specifying 
the claimed polymerase mixtures must comprise two polymerases wherein each polymerase comprises a 3* 
exonuclease activity or applicants suggested that applicants would limit the claimed mixtures to comprising specific 3' 
exonuclease mutants that were not taught or suggested by either of the references. With out looking closer at either of 
the two references as to possible other teachings, the examiner agreed that such an amendment would most likely 
overcome the current 103 rejection. . . ^ , ■ * 

Applicants further argued that applicants specification adequately described the currently rejected claims with respect 
to written description, based on the number of examples taught as well as a structure to function relationship. The 
examiner did not find applicants argument with respect to written description (1 12 1st paragraph) persuasive. 
Finally the examiner reminded applicants' representative that the current state of the application is after-final rejection 
and that applicants should be careful In making any proposed amendments, such that they do not introduce new issues 
requiring additional consideration and or search.. 
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
